appeared. 


The prisoners gained their freedom 


by sawing thru the bars on their cell 
window. For this purpose a crude 
saw had been used and It is probable 
that It required several days for them 
to complete the task. Soap had been 
used to deaden the sound of the saw. 


The escape from the jail was made 


by sliding to the ground on a rope 
made of bed sheets. They left Just 
after they had partaken of supper

Lumber & Manufacturing Company, 
to log nearly four hundred million 
feet of pine. This enormous tract Is 
located Just east of Park Falls along: 
the line of the Wisconsin Central rail-- 
way. It Is the largest tract of stand-^ 
ing timber in the state and is owncdj 
by the Weyerhauser syndicate 
otT 


which the Atwood Co Is a factor. 


To log this timber will require 


about tlftcen vears, operating botli 
summer and winter. 
Rlley & Sons 


are now shipping their logging outfit 
from Star Lake to Park Falls in or- 
der to commence work on the con- 
tract at once. 


The llrm will build over tlftcen 


miles of logging railway and will oper- 
ate four lumber camps and two rail- 
road camps." The combined crews 
will number about live hundred men. 
Tho logs will be shipped to tho At- 
wood Company's mill at Park Falls. 
This plant Is now In the course of 
construction and when completed will 
be one of the biggest sawmlls In the 
country. It will be a double band re- 
saw mill with a capacity of two hun- 
dred thousand feet of lumber every 
twenty-four hours.

Ian, shall bo punished by a line of not 
more than ten dollars or by Imprison- 
ment for not exceeding thirty days." 


"Section 4<l08w. Any person who- 


shall permit any person under tho age 
of sixteen years who shall not be in 
the company of a parent or guardian 
to UBG cigarettes, cigars or tobacco in 
any form In or upon premises occu- 
pied by him, shall be punished for the 
llrst offense by a line of not more than 
ten dollars and for any subsequent 
offense by a line of not more than 
twenty-live dollars or by imprison- 
ment for not exceeding thirty days."
